A portion of surplus highway de- 
partment funds—$522,000—in the 
state treasury Friday was diverted to 
continue operation of some common 
schools that were threatened with 
closing. 

Authority to transfer monies from 
allocated funds was given the gov- 
ernor by the reorganization and budg 
et acts of 1931, on condition that the 
money be paid back on demand and 
in any event during the calendar -ear. 

State officials intend to repay the 
imoney when ad valorem taxes are 
paid next December or out of other 
genera] fund revenues that come in 
from time to time. : 

The common schools dravy- their fi- 
nancial support from real estate 
taxes, one-sixth f the state gasoline 
taxes and the entire kerosene oil tax. 
Generally ad valorem taxes are paid 
in December and the other taxes 
monthly. 

Governor Talmadge sometime ago 
directed the highway board to set 
aside $2,000,000 to be available in the 
state treasury when the legislature 
meets next January and by the end 
of 1933 the ‘ward had more than 
$1.500.000 of the amount ready. 

State Superintendent of Schools M. 
Db. Collins, who announced the di- 
version, said it was his understard- 
ing that the governor agreed to bor- 
row the money, if necessary, to repay 
the highway funds if it became neces- 
sary. 

Governor Talmadge has not fol- 
lgwred the usual.custom of borrowing 

100000 or $3,000,000 from banks 
ie the early months of the year 
to operate the schools until taxes are 
Instead he has used funds 
already in the treasury on which no 
interest is paid. 

Dr, Collins said the money would 
be sufficient to cover operations of 
the needy school systems in the state 
until the time when they can begin to 
use a federal relief sum under which 
the usual terms can be completed. 

Part of the $522,000 will be spent 
to pay teachers’ salaries. In some 
instances teachers haven't been paid 
since December. 

Under the federal relief grant, re- 
cently obtained by the state at Wash- 
ington, federal monies will be made 
— for operations after Febru- 
ary 1.

Discloses Material Gains

WASHINGTON. March 9.—()— 
A governmental! survey of business to- 
day which noted business gains and 
a favorable car loadings report pro- 
vided material both for proponents 
and opponents of an additional re- 
duction in industry's working hours. 

The figures were taken by Hugh 8. 
national recovery admuin- 
istrator. as additional evidence of his 


/contention that many businesses are 


able to meet his request for a 10 per 
cent slash in working hours. 

But employers, lukewarm generaliy 
to further curtailment of the hours 
of their employes and strongly against 
any blanket order to that end. were 
in the position to argue that adding 
to industry's load just now might stop 
the recovery apparently in progress. 

The official “survey of current busi 
ness” noted a moderate business im 
provement in January and a more 
than usual! gain in February. 

Coincidentally, the American Rail- 
way Association reported the car 
loadings of revenue freight for the 
1934 period which ended March % 
were above the corresponding period 
in 1932 for the first time this year. 


Leadings Increase. 
Freight leadings for the week which 
ended March 3 were 604.137 cars, an 
increase of 30.766 above the preceding 
week; 122.929 over the corresponding 
week in 19-353. and 44,658 above 19:32. 
The associa 


tion reported 


¢ cars of revenue freight had been load 


ed during the first nine weeks in 
1934. The comparative figures for 
1932 were 5.069.471 and for 1935. 
4.375.982. 

“The expansion in industrial pro 
duction,” the business survey said, 
“has been greater than the usual sea 
sonal rise for this period. (January- 
February) and the statistics of car 
loadings also show a favorable trend 
in primary distribution.”

GENEVA, March 9.—(#)—Amid 
fast-fading hopes of disarmament, the 
League of Nations tonight awaited a 
new French memorandum to Great 
Britain to determine whether there 
are last-minute chances to save the 
world disarmament conference. 

France, it was forecast, will in- 
sist upon guarantees that coercive 
measures will be taken against a na- 
tion found guilty of violation of pro- 
jected treaties. 

The dream of disarmament received 
another jolt with publication by the 
League today simultaneously in Ge- 
neva, London, Paris and 
decuments bearing on the situation. 

“Nobody believes,” said a German 
memorandum of December 18, 19335, 
to France, “any longer in the possi- 
bility of a general international. dis- 
armament.”

Hall, Jack Strouss, secretary of the 
Atlanta Motor Club, which is spon- 
soring the campaign for safety; Kirk 
Hancock, vice chairman of the safety

NO REPLY FROM MACON,

Taking exception to an editorial in 
The Macon (Ga.) News headed 
“Deen's Monkey Money,” Representa- 
tive Deen, democrat, Georgia, an- 
nounced today he had challenged. the 
editor of the newspaper to a debate 
on the money question. 

“If I lose,” Deen wired, C. Jd. 
Bayne, the editor, “I will immediate- 
ly resign my seat in congress and will 
never seek re-election.

EMPLOYERS WARNED 
AAINST LOW WAGES 


COLUMBUS, Ga., March 9.—() 
Columbus employers were. warned to- 
day against paying less than minimum 
wages provided in NRA codes by the 
local compliance board. 

The board, through its secretary, 
Fred H. Schomburg, pointed out that 
employes may file a claim for back 
pay where they have been working for

less than the minimum wage and that

W. Hl. ABBOTT DIES 
OF LONG ILLNESS 


Former Fulton County 
Tax Receiver Was Wide- 
ly Known in County. 


William Henry Abbott, 74, tax re- 
ceiver of Fulton county from 1922 un- 
til 1929, and a widely known and pop- 
ular figure, died late Friday night at 
his residence at 629 Cascade avenue, 
He had been in failing health for about 
six years and was virtually an invalid 
for several months. 

Known affectionately throughout 
Fulton county as “Uncle Bill,” Mr. 
Abbott had served Fulton in various 


capacities since 1901, when he came 
here from Ben Hill. There he had 
been a teacher, merchant and farmer. 
He was born in old Campbell county 
January 22, 1860.

FRANCE SEEKING 
BETTER DEFENSE 


PARIS, March 9.—(#)—A bond is- 
sue of three billion francs—$195,- 
000,000—was sought by the French 
government today to make France 
invincible in the air and on land and 
water. 

Special emphasis was placed on 
the “necessity” of a strong air fleet 
introduced in parliament 
seeking expenditures in addition to 
the regular budget. 

A flat refusal to disarm “while 
Germany is rearming’”’ was contained 
in the measure. This firm declaration 
was published by the foreign office 
= sent to Geneva, Berlin and Lon- 
on. 

“An air fleet of the first magni- 
tude and capable of getting into ac- 
tion instantaneously” was called for 
in the rigid French defensive pro- 
gram, the cost of which the govern- 
ment proposed to be borne by a bond 
issue, 

Authorization was asked by the 
government to reorganize the air 
force, to strengthen the coastal de- 
fense, and to spend a third of the 
appropriation asked on the army. 

The bill said France is using 1923 
materials which are “now obsolete.” 

The navy asks 595,000,00 franes 
($39,675,000) for various purposes, 
including 80,000,000 frances for a 
eoast defense and 150,000,000 francs 
for hydroplane bases. 

For airplanes of “quality instead of 
quantity” the air minister seeks 980,- 
000,000 francs ($65,700,00).

The ruling today was on a motion 
for a rehearing on the ruling of Feb- 
ruary 24, when the judge held the de- 
fense had not filed the motions for a 
new hearing within the time prescrib- 
ed by law.

MACON, Ga., March 9.—(?)—A 
“new day” for Georgia’s rural life 
was described today by Paul Chap- 
man, who told county agents at an 
all-day meeting that 30 rural rehabili- 
tation projects would be considered 
Monday by Harry Hopkins, national 
CWA administrator, and Miss Gay 
Shepperson, state director. 

Chapman was assisted in painting 
his verbal picture by Chancellor Philip 
Weltner, of the University System of 
Georgia, who emphasized the value 
of community approach to the agri- 
cultural problems. 

“The community approach is the 
natural one,” the chancellor _ said. 
“We ure called upon to lend a hand 
to the people who are without and 
would not have much of a chance.” 

Chapman described 10 projects 
which had been submitted for approv- 
al, any of which might -be included 
among those selected by Hopkins at 
his conference in Atlanta. 

The projects he listed included: 

A garden project with a supervisor 
to assist vegetable raising, canning 
of more home products and of those 


raised on the garden job, to provide | 


for winter months; distribution § of 
dairy cattle from thickly supplied 
areas to those that lacked cows: ter- 
racing of farm lands: repaifing of 
farm landowner’s homes, and paint- 
ing dilapidated rural houses. A> land 
survey from the standpoint of utili- 
ity; rural electrification, landscap- 
ing of highways, school grounds and 
homes; subsistence homesteading, and 
community developments.

During the present week the re- 
juvenated traffic squad of the At- 
lanta police force, under the ener- 
getic direction of Captain Malcom, 
has averaged approximately a 
hundred cases daily for violations 
of the various traffic ordinances. 

That is the kind of enforcement 
that will bring safety back to the 
streets of the city and reduce the 
inexcusably heavy toll being taken 
by. preventable automobile acci- 
dents. 

Captain Malcom strikes at the 
root of the cause for the failure 
in enforcement in the past in his 
statement that ‘“‘we are not con- 
ducting a traffic crusade, because 
such drives do not accomplish any- 
thing, but by making cases when- 
ever we see a law violated, it will 
only take a short while to con- 
vince the. motorists they cannot 
violate a traffic ordinance without 
being haled before the recorder.”

The men who run “the world’s 
game” don’t sit in the parliaments. 
someone said. This ought to be clear 
to us by now. If only we look at 
Washington we can see it with our 
own eyes. Parliaments are more and

actions of the men who do things. 
Every country has such strong men, 
men with a will, who know what they 
want and who know where they are 
oing. In America it is Roosevelt. In 
rancé one of these men is little 
Maxime Weygand, the chief of staff 
of the most perfect fighting machine 
in the world. He cares nothing for 
politics or honors. He doesn’t care 
even whether the country is under a 
republican or a monarchial form of 
vernment. All he cares for is 
rance. : 

You will have noticed that in spite 
of all the talk and rumors about Ger- 
many rearming in secret, France re- 
mained utterly calm, This was_be- 
cause Maxime Weygand remained 
calm. He remgins calm even when 
Hitler is allowed to increase his army 
to 800,000 men. He was in all prob- 
ability the only man consulted on this 
subject. And why does he remain 
calm? Because General Weygand 
through his intelligence service knows 
exactly what Germany has got in 
the line of military equipment. He 
knows that there is no danger yet to 
French security. If there were dan- 
ger, Weygand would not only speak 
out, but he would take action, and it 
is quite likely that he would sweep 
the French people with him. 

He is fully aware of the strengtb 
of Gerffian equipment and he has no 
illusions at all on the fighting quali- 
ties of the Italian forces. He thinks 
France is in no immediate danger 
and he does not base this opinion on 
mere notions. He has the exact data, 
“He knows everything,” Foch said of 
him on one occasion. “Weygand could 
summarize the Bible on a postal- 
card !” 

Watch Weygand if you want to 
know whether there is danger of war. 
For the present he isn’t stirring. He 
just smiles that enigmatic smile and 
keeps mum. A little man, smaller 
than Napoleon, and like Napoleon a 
foreigner, Weygand is a Belgian, but 
he may well be France’s and Europes 
man of destiny. 


Health Talks

A NICE, COOL WASHINGTON 
LAD 


Writing from Washington, D. C., 
in February, the lady says: 

I’ve taken sun baths whenever 
it was possible ever since you wrote 
about them two years ago, and I 
haven’t had cri since I began sun 
bathing. All my life I’ve suffered 
in more or less severity from Sep- 
tember until May. I think it is re- 
markable for one who had no im- 
munity to build up immunity on 
about five hours sunshine a week. 

The hours spent in absorbing the 
ultraviolet need not be idle ones. 
I always have sewing or letter writ- 
ing to do when I’m taking one now. 
The temperature outside is 20 de- 
grees, but out of the wind the sun 
is wonderfully bright and warm and 
as I sit here in it, under my open 
window, I’m perspiring! : 

I wish I had known the value of 
sunshine 10 years ago, for continued 
“eolds’—as I called them before I 
learned about cri—have greatly im- 
paired my hearing... 
There is reason to believe that in- 

fluence of the ultraviolet rays of sun: 
light on the naked skin enables the 
body to store up something akin to 
Vitamin D and perhaps Vitamin A— 
if these are not one and the same 
thing. And there is reason to believe 
these vitamins are essential in the de- 
velopment and maintenance of normai 
immunity against respiratory infec- 
tions. 

For years I have been teaching that 
the less clothing or covering anybody 
wears or uses at any time or in any 
circumstance, with due regard for per- 
sonal comfort, the better for health. 
The old fogies in medicine, public 
health and science have unanimously 
rejected this teaching as one of my 
strange notions. But the growth of 
nudism, or near-nudism, is evidence, 
I think, that my notion is not so 
strange or unscientific as some of my 
colleagues or competitors in health 
promotion would have the unthinking 
public believe. 

Note that this nice, cool, sensible 
and comparatively healthy Washing- 
ton lady takes her sunbath in or un- 
der an open window when the tem- 
perature outdoors is 12 below freez- 
ing. 

In various institutions throughout 
the worl& notably the Rollier hos- 
a in Switzerland and the Adam 
Memorial hosfital at Perrysburg. N. 
Y., children with various forms of 
tuberculosis take their sun baths 
naked all winter, play in the snow 
wearing only shoes and breechcloth. 
or-lie or sit in the siin nncovered, yet 
their fine tanned skin feels warm to 
your touch and they themselves feel 
perfectly comfortable.

HAIR PULLING

strife in his inner circle over the stock market bill. 

The subtle dispute between the liberals and conservatives of 
the Roosevelt board of advisers was funny at first. 

The liberals were championing a sharp-fanged bill they wrote 
and planted in congress. No one was opposing them except Wall 
Street, which made their fight easy and pleasant. — 

Then came Assistant Commerce Secretary Dickinson with pub- 
lic testimony that the bill was probably worse than nothing. He 
tore it into shreds. 


TOOLS Even then a good laugh all around might have settled 

things, except that one of the liberals inspired a rather 
pointed newspaper story against Treasury Secretary Morgenthau. 
In fact, the story said Mr. Morgenthau was nothing but a secret 
tool for Wall Street working against the liberal bill. 

If there is one thing Mr. Morgenthau does not like to be 
called, it is a tool of Wall Street. No one would have made such 
a charge except one campaigning too ardently in behalf of the 
liberal bill. 

'_ Then the suggestion got around that the tool of Wall Street 
in the cabinet was not Mr. Morgenthau but Commerce Secretary 
Roper. It was he who was undermining the liberal stock market 
program. Mr. Roper has been in politics longer than Mr. Mor- 
genthau and has been called more things. Hence he did not mind 


the yarn as much. At least he did not show it. 
ROOSEVELT When the fight got to that level, the real dirty 
work began. 

Pals of Prosecutor Pecora, of the stock market committee, 
hinted that Pecora did not like the way he was being treated by the 
liberals. 

They had taken the writing of the legislation largely in their 
hands and were objecting to some changes he had in mind. At 
least that is the counteracting story started by the conservatives. 

While all this was going on, Mr. Roosevelt sat in the White 
House laughing, and insisting that he had not even read the lib- 
eral bill and therefore could not say whether he approved it or not. 

His strategy was clear. He was deliberately trying to avoid 
taking sides while the opposing factions fought it out. Apparent- 
ly he had no idea that the conflict would become so serious. 


BREATHING SPELL The matter left congress somewhat con- 
fused 


Committee hearings on the bill were adjourned temporarily in 
the house for the announced purpose of taking a rest. The real 
purpose was to ascertain exactly what in the dickens the admin- 
istration really wanted congress to do. 


SUGAR Only a shade less amusing is the confusion on sugar 

legislation. The administration advocated limitation of 
production to 1,450,000 tons. That is the average annual produc- 
tion of the last three years. The beet people did not like that 
because their record-breaking production last year was 1,750,000 
tons. : z 

Then an agricultural department employe disclosed to a house 
committee that the AAA crowd did not care much for the beet 
sugar industry anyway, and thought it might be well in the end to 
abandon the government subsidy. That drew an immediate denial 
from the White House, where Mr. Roosevelt insisted the bill was 
designed to improve the industry, not to kill it. 

The true situation seems to be that the AAA liberals are op- 
posed to the government subsidy system. Therefore, as a matter 
of principle, they are opposed to government fostering of the beet 
sugar industry. They would like to see the subsidy abandoned, 
but they know it cannot be, so they devised the new bill to help it. 

At least that is the official explanation. 


POLITICS At the root of the trouble is the political fact that 
a congressional election is coming on in beet sugar 
states as well as others. In a general way the beet sugar districts 
have been republican until recently. The democrats want to hold 
those seats. Unless.a satisfactory beet sugar bill is passed, they 
cannot. 
For that reason a compromise on this question seems to be 
assure It will probably fix a tonnage halfway between the two 
proposed figures.

BELLICOSITY WASHINGTON, March 9.—The residents of 

Washington are beginning to fret about the 
wear and tear which has been inflicted upon their body in the 
course of the last year by the Hon. Francis Shoemaker, the prob- 
lem-congressman from Minnesota. Twice in the course of his 
brief career as a statesman, Congressman Shoemaker has socked 
residents of the national capital. He socked his first victim for 
playing a radio with malice aforethought and the other evening he 
hopped out of his automobile and socked a taxi driver for getting 
in front of him in traffic. Congressmen are allowed certain spe- 
cial privileges in the city, but the law specifically states that they 
are not allowed to go around punching citizens. So the problem- 
statesman from Minnesota begins to assume the proportions of a 
nuisance and the public prosecutor is taking steps. 

Moreover, Mr. Shoemaker’s fellow statesmen in the house have 
taken formal notice of his case and there is a possibility that they 
will impeach him. This is only a remote possibility, however, as 
the citizens of his district would be likely to send him right back 
to congress and the net results would be no relief but great public 
expense, 

As an ‘alternative to impeachment or a term in the local jail- 
house for socking'the taxi driver who had the effrontery to get in 
front of Mr, Shoemaker’s car in traffic, it is proposed that the citi- 
zens supply the honorable gent with some sparring partners who 
can take it and also dish it. There is no appropriation for the 
hiring of Sparring partners for congressmen, but this might not 
be necessary in view of the presence here of several other states- 
men who might be willing to undertake this duty for the pleasure 
of socking Congressman Shoemaker. 


FRATERNITY Among the athletes in the halls of the grand 

old sacred heritage is 2 young man from Mil- 
waukee named Ray Cannon. Mr. Cannon served as counsel for 
the so-called Black Sox of Chicago some years ago when they were 
made national outcasts for the crime of throwing some World 
Series ball games contrary to the business interests of their em- 
ployer. The citizens of the American nation were horrified by 
this betrayal and were not appeased until the erring athletes had 
been dismissed from the baseball profession in disgrace. The citi- 
zens were similarly horrified by the conduct of various governors, 
mayors and judges who betrayed their trust in office, but these 
were trivial offenses by comparison. It is serious business for an 
athlete employed by a private corporation, organized for profit, to 
throw a World Series ball game. 

Under these circumstances Mr. Cannon, as counsel for the 

Black Sox, would have done well if he had saved them from life 
imprisonment. So it was an even greater feat to keep them out of 
jail altogether. On the basis of this and other achievements, Mr. 
Cannon has been sent to congress, where he now finds himself 
on friendly personal terms with Congressman Shoemaker, the sock- 
ing statesman. 
_ Mr. Cannon weighs about 215 pounds and keeps in good condi- 
tion by boxing and wrestling in the gymnasium of the house of 
representatives. He has decided that Mr. Shoemaker, despite his 
tendency to sock citizens, has the interests of the citizens at heart 
and always votes for legislation which is intended to give them 
government funds or other advantages. Rather than impeach a 
statesman so right-minded, he could be induced to.meet him in the 
gymnasium and engage in a little free socking any morning that 
Mr. Shoemaker feels inclined. 


TALENT The Hon. Fred Britten, of Chicago, used to be a fairly 

useful sort of man at fist fighting. But Mr. Britten 
never boxed above 147 pounds and he is no youth any more, 
whereas Mr. Shoemaker is a light-heavyweight and crowded with 
youthful vigor.

This was an unlawful act at the time, but the status 
of bankers has changed considerably in the meanwhile and the 
president restored Mr. Shoemaker’s citizenship within the last year.

The oth- 
er two phases are relief of families 
comprising stranded populations in 
single-industry towns and the relief 


of unemployed in urban communities.

BUYING FOR ARMY 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—()— 
Disclaiming any responsibility for 
army purchases, General Douglas 
MacArthur told congressional investi- 
gators in an executive hearing today 
that if he had been in charge there 
would have been no suggestions of ir- 
regularities. :

Rogers military affatrs subcommittee 
decided it would be necessary to call 
Harry H. Woodring, assistant secre- 
tary of war; Major General J. L. De 
Witt, the quartermaster general, and 
Major General Samuel Hof, the army 
chief of ordnance. 

MacArthur, chief of staff, was sum- 
moned by the committee to discuss 


everything from goggles and trucks 
to airplanes bought by the war de- 
partment since he assumed kis pres- 
ent post nearly four years Ago, but 
the committee found he could present 
no detailed information. 
Denies “Purchasing.” 
As the general put it, he is in 
charge of the “fighting” part of the 
army and knows nothing about “pur- 
chasing,” all of which he said comes 
under the assistant secretary of war, 
the quartermaster general, the chief 
of ordnance, the judge advocate gen- 
eral and the air corps. 
If there have been any irregulari- 
ties. MacArthur continued, they 
should be traceable to one or 
another individual in one of those 
offices. MacArthur said, however, 
the chief of staff should have control 


over purchases as well as operations 
in the “fighting” units. 

“He said that if the chief of staff 
had been in charge, we wouldn't have 
had these evident. violations,” Chair- 
man Rogers, democrat, New Hamp- 
shire, of the subcommittee, quoted him 
as saying. 

Rogers was referring, largely, to 
airplanes which have been bought on 
negotiated instead of competitive con- 
tracts. He and the committee feel 
the war department has violated the 
law and the intent of congress he- 
cause it has continued to make direct 
purchases instead of calling for bids. 

Mode of Procedure. 

He agreed with other committee 
members that MacArtbur apparently 
was not responsible for the purchase 
procedure followed. When the air 
corps buys airplanes, it was said, all 
the army general staff does is stip- 
ulate that certain numbers of them 
shall be observation, attack or bom- 
bardment. 

The staff's recommendation is com- 
municated to the air corps, which 
proceeds to handle the remainder of 
the negotiation.

fied. If 200 trucks to carry troops 
are wanted, he said, specifications are 
drawn by other departments and dis- 
tributed to the industry for bids..

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RUSSELL HERTY 
FIGHT PLUP CODE 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—(>)— 
Protest was entered by Senator Rus- 
sell, democrat, Georgia, today against 
a proposed amendment to the paper 
and pulp code which would restrict 
‘the setting up of new plants. 

Appearing before a public hearing 
on the amendment, the Georgian 
urged that “nothing be done to destroy 
or impair what we believe promises 
to be a flourishing industry in the 
southeast.” 

The attention of representatives of 
the established industry was directed 
‘to the experiments of Dr. Charles 
Herty in the manufacture of news- 
print from Georgia ptne. These ex- 
periments, Russell said, had demon- 
strated that an extensive paper in- 
dustry was ready to spring up in the 
southeast. 

Dr. Herty said if the amendment 
were adopted the greatest potential 
asset of the south would be de 
stroyed. 

Senator Russell asked the NRA 
that “nothing be done to destroy or 
impair what we believe promises to 
be a flourishing industry in the souath- 
east.” 

Russell pointed to imports of pa- 
© and pulp amounting to over 
000,000 tons valued at $55,000, 

a year and said he did not believe the 
code intended te set up a monopoly in 
this country vr to protect importers 
against growth of the domestic indus- 


ry. 

Figures were presented by Dr. Her- 
ty to show that newsprint could be pro- 
duced in the south and delivered in 
New York cheaper than foreign and 
other domestically produced news- 
print. 

The south has no fight with the cs- 
tablished industry, he said, but needs 
capital to develop a paper industry. 
He invited the northern producers to 
move south and set up their plants 
rather than “lose money in foreign 
competition” as he said now was the 
cane. 

Several representatives of the es- 
tablished industry testified in favor 
of the amendment. They explained 
the code change still would allow the 
NRA administrator to permit new 
paper plants to be established when 
it was found they were not contrary 
to the ‘spicit of the recovery program 
which calls for controlled production. 

Russell said, however, if the amend- 
ment were adopted by NRA the set- 
ting up of plants in the south would 
require “long and tedious” negotia- 
tions under protest of the established 
industry. 

The proposed amendment was pre- 
sented by S. L. Wilson, chairman of 
the pepe industry authority. 

F. J. Sensenbrenner, member of 
the authority, pointed out that a 65 
per cent increase in consumption 
would be necessary to put all the pulp 
and paper machinery now installed 
into operation. He said it was not the 
purpose of the amendment to limit ab- 
solutely the installation of new ma- 
chinery, but that replacement of old 
machinery would be allowed and 
building of new plants would receive 
consideration in the light of market 
demands. 

Fear of South Admitted. 

The deputy administrator said 
Canadian pulp and paper producers 
admitted they had most to fear from 
the south. He pointed out that south- 
ern producers would have a $15.17 a 
ton differential advantage over for- 
eign producers on newsprint delivered 
in New York city. The cost of deliver- 
ing a ton of bleached sulphite pulp 
in New York was quoted at $55 for 
foreign producers and $2S from the 
south. e difference in unbleached 
pulp was placed at $45 and $25 in 
favor of the south, Figures were pre- 
sented to show that southern pine was 
ready for pulp purposes at from 12 
to 15 years of growth while in Canada 
and the northern United States from 
50 to 60 years were required. 

Citing that 70 per cent of the news- 
print consumed in this country was 
imported, he said the south could more 
than supply the country’s needs from 
pine grown on submarginal, cut over 
and abandoned land. 

J. H. Allen, of the Florida agricul- 
ture-industry relief commission, and 
William L. Wilson, chairman of the 
industrial commission of the Florida 
State Chamber of Commerce, spoke in 
opposition to the amendment.

“And when the Queen of Sheba 
heard of the fame of Solomon she 
came to prove Solomon with hard 
questions at Jerusalem, with a very 
great company, and camel; that bare 
spices and gold in abundance, and 
precious stone : neither was there any 
such spice as the Queen of Sheba gave 
King Solomon. .. . 

“And King Solomon gave to the 
Queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked beside that which she 
had brought unto the king. So she 
turned, and went away to her own 
land, she and her servants.” 

Wide areas of the Arabian desert 
are stil] no-man’s land even to the in- 
habitants of its sparse oases.

Her son—whose father some sources 
say was Solomon—was the traditional 
founder of the Ethiopian dynasty, 
from whom the king of modern Abys- 
sinia claims direct descent. 

Few white men have penetrated the 
Ruba-El-Khali (or Ronbat-F!-Khali) 
desert.
